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Numismatic  Chatter 


The  January  Auction  of  2550  lots  proved  to 
be  a  humdinger  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  many 
hundred  bidders  for  their  interest  and  I  hope 
everything  was  satisfactory.  I  paid  my  friends 
who  contributed  coins  over  $7000  in  cash  which 
would  be  a  nice  bunch  of  money  if  you  was 
broke.  I  did  all  the  work  alone  as  my  help  failed 
to  show  up  so  if  I  made  any  blunders,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  lay  the  blame  elsewhere. 

Here  are  a  few  notes  which  may  be  of  interest. 
Foreign  and  American  Gold  sold  right  up  close 
to  my  estimates  and  in  many  cases  over.  1856 
penny  XF  went  at  $130  and  the  other  one  just 
good  at  $62.50,  both  record  prices.  Early  Dol¬ 
lars  and  early  Large  Cents  right  up  close  to  my 
estimates  or  over.  1799  Large  Cent  at  $198.  1804  Large  cent,  the  nicest  one, 

at  $202.  Gobrecht  Dollar  with  a  hole  in  top  at  $23.10.  Three  Dollar  gold 
1854  Proof  $122.50.  1921  dollar  proof  $41.50.  3ct  Nickel  1877  proof  $51. 

5ct  Nickel  1877  proof  $75.  The  1878  at  $24.  1916  Std.  Lib.  Quarter  XF  at 

$37.50.  1798  Dime  at  $75.  1800  Dime  at  $77.50  and  both  went  too  cheap. 

1794  Half  Dollar  had  bids  to  $41.  Lot  1778  of  small  cents  $201.50.  Lot 
1799  at  $66.  The  Hawaii  set  I  listed  at  $12  went  for  $21  and  a  friend  brought 
in  a  set  that  went  to  a  duplicate  bidder  at  $21.50.  Lot  of  118  Large  Cents 
just  good  at  $61.  Another  lot  of  140  Pcs  $61.  Another  lot  of  157  Pcs  $68.75. 
1872cc  Dime  VG  to  fine  $34.  1877  Penny  proof  $48.50.  Unc.  $25..  There  were 
many  other  sales  along  this  line. 

The  Penn.  Collector  who  sent  me  his  sale  to  be  included  with  mine  also  sent 
along  the  names  and  addresses  of  240  of  his  best  patrons.  I  checked  with  my 
card  index  and  found  about  half  of  them  were  new  to  me.  A  goodly  number 
sent  bid  sheets.  Now  was  that  not  a  nice  thing  to  do.  How  many  coin 
dealers  in  the  country  would  do  the  same.  If  you  send  me  a  name  of  a  good 
patron,  the  information  will  always  be  appreciated  and  strictly  confidential. 
I  do  very  little  advertising  as  it  seems  to  bring  too  much  riff-raff,  which  are 
a  nuisance,  as  they  have  practically  no  idea  how  business  is  conducted. 

I  wonder  how  many  of  my  readers  realize  the  real  pleasure  in  collecting 
coins  is  constantly  getting  something  new.  When  a  series  is  completed  you 
gradually  lose  interest  in  it.  When  those  parcels  of  coins  stop  coming,  the 
interest  lags  and  you  are  liable  to  place  the  whole  business  in  a  bank  vault 
and  forget  it. 

One  of  my  patrons  who  has  bought  many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  proofs 
the  past  two  years  wrote  his  collection  is  about  complete.  Then  is  the  time  to 
sell  out  and  start  some  other  series.  The  market  in  choice  material  so  con¬ 
stantly  improves,  there  is  almost  always  a  small  profit  and  your  interest  is 
kept  at  high  pitch  by  the  constant  stream  of  new  material.  I  find  there  are 
many  collectors  who  have  no  real  idea  of  the  extent  of  Numismatics. 

I  suspect  from  looking  over  the  bid  sheets  of  my  last  sale  that  I  handle 
more  unlimited  bids  than  all  other  dealers  combined.  It  is  about  the  only 
way  you  can  surely  get  a  date  you  wish,  but  such  bids  must  be  sent  at  once 
on  receiving  the  catalogue,  then  later  after  you  have  had  more  time,  send 
any  other  bids  you  wish.  Many  collectors  always  do  this,  marking  second 
sheet  as  No.  2. 

Now  that  gas  is  available  America  will  be  rolling  the  coming  summer. 
Drop  in  and  see  me  when  passing  thru  the  Kodak  city.  You  can  spend  a 
little  time  profitably  looking  at  the  five  long  rows  of  coin  books,  the  dozen 
large  cabinets  filled  with  many  thousand  specimens  you  likely  never  knew 
existed,  and  we  can  likely  find  other  items  of  interest.  The  large  steel  cabinet 
with  10  draws  each  with  four  trays  that  hold  some  1200  coins  to  a  draw. 
See  how  I  handle  my  little  penny-ante  coin  business.
